It was during picketing tues* 


day night that angry whites in 
a crowd of several hundred 
persons roughed up three white 
newsmen and two Negroes, ln« 
eluding Lance "Sweet Willie 
Wine" Watson, leader of a 
black militant group in Mem« 
phis called the Invaders, 


Because of the violence, local 


authorities placed the city un* 
der curfew and requested help 
from the National Guard and 
State Police. 


There have been no major in» 


cidents since 
Tuesday night, 


and Police Chief Marvin Gunn 
said tension had eased. 


Authorities have reduced the 


four original 
National Guard 


units in Forrest City to one. 
The State Police also was ex- 
pected to reduce its 80-man 
force here. 


Picketing by whites has con- 


tinued and authorities say the 
7 p.m. to 6 a.m. curfew will 
remain 
in effect for an in- 


definite period. 


Saliba, who asked for no 


leadership role in the commit- 
tee, 
suggested 
a three-point 


program 
for the whites that 


included the voter registration 
drive, the escort service for 
women and removal 
of any 


local authorities in cases in 
which the dissidents have "con- 
crete" evidence of malfeasance 
in office. He did not suggest 
any candidate for removal. 


Pickets have demanded the

says that local authorities have 
done all they can to keep the

Few of the whites attending 


< the meeting in the St. Francis 


County Courthouse were pro- 
fessional 
people, and Saliba 


said he was not "one damned 
bit ashamed to be up here with 
you today." 


Referring to the pickets' ac- 


cusation that there had been a 
breakdown in law and order, 
Saliba said, "I thank God that 
at least we have some people 
who say it will not happen any 
more as long as we have the 
strength to fight it. 


"Change 
must be orderly, 


must be within the law and 
must be done by organized 
strength. If 
we disobey 
the 


law are we any better than 
the people and things we are 
fighting?' 


Discussing activities by some 


Negroes, Saliba told the crowd 
gathered in a courtroom of the 
ancient 
courthouse, 
" W h e n 


these hoodlums hit the streets, 
no one is safe." 


He said local Negroes were 


"terror stricken."

told their Army superior sin Sai- 
gon that the suspect had been 
sent on a mission. The CIA man 
advised that the true story be 
told to Army investigators. 


An investigator then zent to 


the Green Beret unit and deter- 
mined to his satisfaction that 
there was evidence the Viet- 
namese man had died June 20. 


In sum, according to this ver- 


sion, the Vietnamese victim was 
not a CIA employee, the CIA 
never ordered him killed but 
only recommended that he be 
turned 
over 
to South Viet- 


namese officials, and the CIA 
only learned of the reported 
death after it had occurred. 


The Green Beret commander, 


Col. Robert B. Rheault, was re- 
lieved of his command July 21 
and on Aug. 5 the Army an-

the charges against 


him and the other seven. 


The Army inquire, a military

was a fragment bid. it con- 
veyed 
the 
message 
that 


North wanted to play four 
spades irrespective of how 
weak his partner's one-spade 
response had been. Further- 
more, if South had a good 
hand, he wanted him to know 
that part of the reason for 
North's very strong rebid 
was that he held a singleton 
club. 
Practically every modern 


partnership uses some form 
or other of this bid. Some 
pairs use an antifragment 
bid and jump in the suit in 
which they don't hold a 
singleton. Players using the 
antifragment would jump to 
four diamonds rather than to 
four clubs with the North 
hand. 


Change the North hand a 


trifle by giving him the king 
and a small diamond and 
two little clubs instead of 
his actual holding, and he 
would simply raise to four 
spades. 
It costs a pair very little 


to use one of these artificial 
bids. Thus North could jump 
to three clubs if he wanted 
to force with a heart-club, 
two-suit type hand. 


Thus when a partnership 


uses a fragment or an anti- 
fragment bid the jump to 
game in partner's major suit 
response shows a very good 
hand but denies a singleton. 


South doesn't have much 


of a hand but he can move to 
the spade slam with confi- 
dence since he knows that 
his partner's trumps, can 
take care of his losing clubs. 
The slam isn't an absolute 
laydown since bad breaks in 
the major suits might lead 
to defeat but it should be bid 
and with the actual lie of 
the East-West cards, South 
can 
play 
two rounds of 


trumps, set up dummy's 
fifth heart by ruffing out 
East's queen, and wind up 
trumping two of his clubs 
and discarding the last one 
on that fifth heart.

Surgical Removal Best 


For Painful Hammertoe 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q— I have a hammertoe. 


Can it be corrected in a 
doctor's office or must I go 
to a hospital? 


A— Hammertoe it an up- 


ward extension of the first 
joint of a toe, usually the 
second toe, coupled with an 
acute bending downward of 
the rest of the toe. If it is 
very painful it should be 
amputated. This should be 
done in a hospital, 


Q— What can be done to 
relieve the pain of a bunion? 
Is operation for this usually 
successful? 


A—A bunion rarely occurs 


in a person who walks sev- 
eral miles every day but, 
once one has formed, a long 
daily walk will not cure it. I 
would advise trying special 
shoes that relieve the pres^ 
sure on your bunion but, if 
this doesn't work, surgery 
offers you the best chance 
for relief. The operation is 
usually successful, but it 
should be followed by exer' 
cises to restore strength to 
the weakened musclei if you 
want to prevent recurrence.

way safety agency. 


There was, in the begin- 


ning, a flurry of activity. Car 
safety 
specifications 
were 


thrust upon the international 
auto industry and Dr. Wil- 
liam Hadden, head of the 
safety agency, kept the De- 
troit moguls nervous. But 
with the changing of the 
guard in Washington last 
January, auto safety some- 
how was lost in the shuffle. 
President Nixon did appoint 
John Volpe head of Trans- 
portation but, at this writing, 
there is still no replacement 
for Bill Hadden. 


Nader and his Raiders are 


out after the food and drug 
industry at the moment and, 
aside from a few half-hearted 
denunciations 
of the auto 


i n d u s t r y are frying other 
fish. What better time for 
some group within the auto- 
motive establishment to step 
forward 
and assume the 


mantle of safety leadership? 


I have a group in mind. 


Despite a minimum of pub- 
licity, motor racing organi- 
zations have traditionally re- 
garded safety as the pre- 
eminent factor of the entire 
business. Racing organiza- 
tions have created detailed 
regulations for the presenta- 
tion of races, preparation of 
race cars and condition of 
drivers. 


For example, before any 


sort of race, every car un- 
dergoes a detailed inspec- 
tion. The slightest deviation 
from a rule will result in a 
scratched entry. Drivers as 
well are put through a se- 
ries of tests before they are 
permitted to compete. 


And racing's safety rec- 


ord, considering many fac- 
tors, is excellent. As the na-

Smoking Baboons Drive 
Caretaker Crazy as He 
Is Trying to Quit

NEW ORLEANS (AP) - As 


everyone who has tried to give 
up cigarettes knows, it's tough 
to break the habit when you 
hang around with a bunch of 
heavy smokers. And if your 
companions are baboons who 
smoke four packs a day, It's 
enough to make you go ape. 


Henry Swanson Jr., 32, has 


been trying to stop smoking for 
a year. 


But he has to spend most of 


his time with three live baboons 
who 
are crazy 
over smok- 


ing cigarettes as eating banan- 
as. 


Swanson is a caretaker for the 


animals who are part of a Loui- 
siana State University School of 
Medicine research project on 
the effects of smoking on hardd 
ening of the arteries. 


Swanson, who las been smok- 


ing since he was 12, says "most- 
ly lack of will power" keeps him 
puffing. 
But lighting up four 


packs a day for the baboons 
would put a strain on anyone's 


will power. 


His heaviest smoker is "007," 


who got started when, in the in- 
terest of science, he was re* 
warded with a banana every 
time he took a puff on a ciga- 
rette held at the edge of his 
cage. 


Then the other two baboons 


started smoking, too, perhaps to 
keep up with "007," and now the 
three are permanent residents 
of a smoke-filled room at the 
school. For "007.'.' it's three 
packs a day, the other two a 
half-pack apiece. 


Dr. Jack P. Strong, head of 


the school's pathology depart 
ment and director of the pro- 
gram, says hardening of the ar- 
teries is a major factor in the 
death of most of the world's 
male population. 


The baboons were brought 


into the program after he and a 
team of physicians made a trip 
to Kenya. 


They said they found striking 


similarities 
between baboons 


and humans to areas of sick- 
ness. Hence the research into 
hardening of the arteries.

was a lommunist double agent 
hired by the CIA. Some Saigon 
sources said CIA ordered him 
killed after films caught him 
talking with North Vietnamese 
in Cambodia. 


Now, this version has been 


made available to newsmen in 
Washington: 


The Vietnamese agent was 


working for the Green Berets 
and after he was suspected of 
being a double agent, the Green 
Beret men asked CIA friends, 
who were also engaged in un- 
dercover work in South Viet- 
nam, what they should do with 
the suspect. 


The 'CIA officers recommend-
